U.S. Research’s Horrifying History 


Bioethics commission 
to hear details about 
startling medical tests 


Atlanta 

Shocking as it may seem, U.S. gov- 
ernment doctors once thought it was 
fine to experiment on disabled people 
and prison inmates. Such experiments 
included giving hepatitis to mental 
patients in Connecticut, squirting a 
pandemic flu virus up the noses of 
prisoners in Maryland, and injecting 
cancer cells into chronically ill peo- 
ple at a New York hospital. 

Much of this horrific history is 40 
to 80 years old, but it is the backdrop 
for a meeting in Washington this 
week by a presidential bioethics com- 
mission. The meeting was triggered 
by the government’s apology last fall 
for federal doctors’ infecting prison- 
ers and mental patients in Guatema- 
la with syphilis 65 years ago. 

“When you give somebody a dis- 
ease — even by the standards of their 
time — you really cross the key ethical 
norm of the profession,” said Arthur 
Caplan, director of the University of 
Pennsylvania’s Center for Bioethics. 

Some of these studies, mostly from 
the 1940s to the ’60s, apparently were 
never covered by news media. Oth- 
ers were reported at the time, but the 
focus was on the promise of enduring 
new cures, while glossing over how

Violation of ‘First, Do No Harm’ 

An exhaustive review found more than 40 questionable experiments. 

At best, these were a search for lifesaving treatments; at worst, some 
amounted to curiosity-satisfying experiments that hurt people and provid- 
ed no useful results. Inevitably, they will be compared to the well-known 
Tuskegee syphilis study. In that episode, U.S. health officials tracked 600 
black men between 1932 and 1972 in Alabama who had syphilis but didn’t 
give them adequate treatment, even after penicillin became available. 
These studies were worse in at least one respect — they violated the con- 
cept of “First, do no harm," a fundamental medical principle, (ap) 


Hidden for Decades 

In the 1946-48 study, American sci- 
entists infected prisoners and patients 
in a mental hospital in Guatemala with 
syphilis, apparently to test whether 
penicillin could prevent some sexually 
transmitted diseases. The study came 
up with no useful information and was 
hidden for decades. The Guatemala 
study nauseated ethicists on mul- 
tiple levels. Beyond infecting patients 
with a terrible illness, it was clear that 
people in the study did not understand 
what was being done to them or were 
not able to give their consent, (ap) 


test subjects were treated. 

Attitudes about medical research 
were different then. Infectious diseas- 
es killed many more people years ago, 
and doctors worked urgently to invent 
and test cures. Many researchers felt it 
was legitimate to experiment on peo- 
ple who did not have full rights in soci- 
ety — people such as prisoners, men- 
tal patients and poor blacks. It was an 
attitude similar to that of Nazi doc- 
tors experimenting on Jews. 

“There was definitely a sense — 
that we don’t have today — that sac- 
rifice for the nation was important,” 
said Laura Stark, a Wesleyan Univer- 
sity assistant professor of science in 
society, who is writing a book about 
past federal medical experiments.

Hundreds defy order 
by police, officials to 
vacate state Capitol 

Madison 

About 200 pro-union protesters left 
the Wisconsin Capitol on Sunday, 
but police stood by as many hun- 
dreds of others remained in defi- 
ance of a deadline state officials set 
for clearing the building after an 
almost two -week-long sit-in.

Tunisia's PM Resigns Amid New Protests 


Replacement named 
by president in latest 
move to ease unrest 

Tunis, Tunisia 

Tunisia’s interim president chose 
a former government minister as 
a new prime minister on Sunday, 
appealing for a return to calm after 
new violent protests that have been 
hobbling this North African coun- 
try since the ouster of its long-time 
autocratic leader. 


Beji Caid-Essebsi will replace 
Mohammed Ghannouchi, who 
resigned earlier Sunday after 
becoming a major irritant to Tuni- 
sians behind the so-called “Jasmine 
Revolution” that toppled autocratic 
President Zine El Abidine Ben Ali 
last month and sparked a wave of 
upheaval in the Arab world. 

Caid-Essebsi is a statesman and 
lawyer who served in government 
posts under Tunisia’s two longtime 
leaders since it gained indepen- 
dence from France in 1956. 

As Ben Ali’s prime minister for 


11 years, Ghannouchi became the 
emblem of an entrenched old guard 
that many Tunisians feared were 
hijacking their revolution. 

“This [resignation] is not a 
flight from my responsibilities, but 
to open the way for another prime 
minister who — I hope — will have 
more margin for action than I have 
had, to give hope to the Tunisian 
people,” Ghannouchi said. 

It was unclear how much the 
shake-up would mollify protesters. 
Officials said at least five people 
have died in violent protests since

Protests against the grip of Gulf 
rulers widened Sunday as riot po- 
lice in Oman battled pro-democra- 
cy demonstrators in a deadly clash 
that raised tensions in the region. In 
the town of Sohar, security forces 
fired tear gas and rubber bullets at 
protesters. At least one person was 
killed, officials said. It marked the

Quake-Marred Churches 
Reflect in New Zealand 


Christchurch, 

New Zealand 

Parishioners came together Sun- 
day in parks and on the lawns of 
churches broken in New Zealand’s 
earthquake to pray for the dead and 
missing. They sought togetherness 
and an answer to the question on 
everyone’s mind: Why? 

“The randomness of the events 
throws up the ‘Why?’ question 
more starkly,” the Rev. Mark Cham- 
berlain told about 100 people who 
came to hear his sermon outside St. 
Barnabas Anglican Church, where 
cracks line the walls, stained glass 
windows are shattered, and the 
tower is sinking. 

The death toll from Tuesday’s 
6.3-magnitude quake remained at 
147 early Monday, with more than 
50 people still unaccounted for, 
officials said. The death toll was 
expected to rise. 

The churches that dot the city 
felt some of the worst of the tem- 
blor’s wrath. Spires toppled, stained 
glass windows exploded, walls 
cracked and masonry fell.

“This is not called Christchurch 
for nothing,” the Rev. Philip Rob- 
inson said, drawing smiles at St.

Slug Lines Move Again 


D.C. ride-share spot 
relocates for second 
time after complaints 

Washington 

The sluggers have spoken — again. 

Beginning Monday, slug ride- 
sharing lines on 15th Street NW 
in the District will relocate for 
the second time in recent months 
because of commuter complaints 
that the site was too crowded and 
difficult to access. 

Commuters gave input at a 
public meeting that the District 
Department of Transportation held 
in October. At the meeting, it was 
determined that the slug lines on 
15th Street between H Street and 
New York Avenue limited the num- 
ber of vehicles that could pick up 
sluggers because H Street is one- 
way, said John Lisle, a spokesman 
for the department. 


The slug lines will move to a 
new location on New York Avenue, 
between 14th and 15th streets. 

Passengers can be picked up 
between 3:30 p.m. and 6 p.m. at 
the new location, and transporta- 
tion officials will be on site Mon- 
day to provide commuters with 
assistance.

The 15th Street spot was select- 
ed last year as a pilot location after 
the transportation department 
asked commuters for input on a 
new slugging spot. At the time, it 
was considered a preferred loca- 
tion compared with the busy 14th 


Street corridor, where some driv- 
ers were being ticketed for block- 
ing rush-hour lanes. 

But as it turned out, 15th Street 
had issues, too, because “it was 
kind of tight, and for the driv- 
ers to get over there was kind of 
a problem,” said Dave LeBlanc, 
who runs Slug-lines.com. “It real- 
ly just wasn’t a very good location 
from the start.” 

The New York Avenue site pro- 
vides access directly off 14th Street 
and is easier to get to from other 
parts of the city. It is more spacious, 
too, with wider sidewalks for slug 
lines to form, LeBlanc said. 

Stops for the Omniride bus 
routes, operated by the Potomac 
and Rappahannock Transporta- 
tion Commission, will also move 
Monday from 14th Street and New 
York Avenue to 15th Street and New 
York Avenue, where buses will be 
closer to the new slug-line location.

You can file it alongside “Looking 
for Extra Income?” and even “Make 
Money From Home Typing!” Only 
participating in online surveys is 
more fun and there’s no trick. Of 
course, it, too, won’t ever amount 
to a new career, but you can build 
up impressive awards. 

What’s in it for businesses? 
All-important demographic infor- 
mation. 

“You can get really valuable 
data that really impacts product 
development or communications 
development,” says Susan Misu- 
kanis, president of TopRank Online 
Marketing, which develops sur- 
veys for clients. 

But filling out surveys can be a 
drag, so marketers often offer sig- 


nificant incentives: At E-rewards, 
com, for example, you can rack up 
free airline points. Other sites offer 
gift cards and even cash. 

Here are tips on finding deals 
that are worth your while. 

Do Your Research 

Find legitimate surveys through 
trade organizations such as the 
Council of American Survey 
Research Organizations, which 
requires its members to adhere 
to a code of standards and ethics, 
or the Council for Marketing and 
Opinion Research. 

Be Diligent 

Before you start filling out online 
surveys, get organized. Start a 
PayPal account, and use pass- 
word management software such 
as RoboForm or LastPass to save 
your passwords for different sites. 
Keep track of which surveys you 
fill out, what rewards you are due 
and whether you receive them. It’s 



also a good idea to set up a sepa- 
rate e-mail address specifically for 
surveys to avoid the follow-up mar- 
keting and other spam. 

Make sure that surveys you fill 
out come from companies that work 


directly with clients, not sites that 
send you surveys from other compa- 
nies. Another good idea is to make 
sure the domain name of the survey 
site matches the name of the com- 
pany conducting the survey.

Be Vigilant 

As with any online activity, stay 
on the lookout for offers that are 
too good to be true, and for phish- 
ing and other scams. Avoid any 
survey touted in an unsolicited 
e-mail, for instance; it’s most likely 
a scam. Antiphishing.org has help- 
ful information about how to avoid 
being duped. 

Misukanis recommends 
researching any site you’re con- 
sidering before you begin enter- 
ing information. Also check its 
name with a service such as Survey 
police.com, which rates survey sites 
and aims to distinguish the scams 
from bona fide sites. 

Never give any credit informa- 
tion or your Social Security num- 
ber. Never pay to take a survey; 
reputable companies’ surveys are 
free. Finally, it’s crucial to check the 
company’s privacy policy to ensure 
it won’t share or sell your informa- 
tion.

Troubled Calm in Libya 


Opposition forces 
are steeling for civil 
war as Gadhafi tries 
to bolster his regime 

Zawiya, Libya 

With residents shouting “Free, free 
Libya,” anti-government rebels who 
control this battle-scarred city near- 
est the capital deployed tanks and anti- 
aircraft weapons Sunday, bracing for 
an attack by troops loyal to Moam- 
mar Gadhafi. 

In the capital, Tripoli, where Gad- 
hafi is still in control, state banks 
began handing out the equivalent of 
$400 per family in a bid to shore up 
public loyalty. 

“The Libyan people are fully behind

me,” Gadhafi defiantly told Serbian 
TV, even as about half the country was 
turning against him and world leaders 
moved to isolate him through sanctions. 
“A small group [of rebels] is surround- 
ed ... and it will be dealt with.” 

Gadhafi has launched by far the 
bloodiest crackdown in a wave of anti- 
government uprisings sweeping the 
Arab world, the most serious challenge 
to his four decades in power. 

Gadhafi’s son, Seif al-Islam, insisted 
that his father won’t relinquish power 
and that Libya had not used force or 
airstrikes against its own people. 

“Show me a single attack. Show me 
a single bomb,” he told ABC’s “This 
Week.” “The Libyan air force destroyed 
just the ammunition sites. That’s it.” 

There were no reports of major vio- 
lence or clashes on Sunday.

Leadership Limbo 

In Libya’s second-largest city, Benghazi, politicians said Sunday that they are setting up a council to run 
day-to-day affairs in the eastern half of the country under their control. It was seen as the first attempt to 
create a leadership body that could eventually form an alternative to Moammar Gadhafi’s government. 
Former justice minister Mustafa Abdel- Jalil, who defected from the Gadhafi regime, had said Saturday 
he was setting up a provisional government, but a prominent human rights lawyer, Abdel-Haf idh Ghoga, 
held a news conference to shoot down the claim, announcing that representatives of the city councils of 
all rebel-held cities were setting up a transitional council. The contradictory 
statements were the first signs of a struggle to set up an alternative leader- 
ship to Gadhafi, who is rapidly losing his grip on the nation, (apj

unrest began in Libya nearly two weeks 
ago at hundreds — perhaps thousands 
— although it has been virtually impos- 
sible to verify the numbers. 

The British-educated Seif al-Islam 
is the most visible of Gadhafi’s chil- 
dren and has been acting as a spokes- 
man for the regime. 

“The whole south is calm. The west 
is calm. The middle is calm. Even part 
of the east,” he said. 

The regime, eager to reinforce its 
view that Libya is under its control, took 
journalists on Sunday to Zawiya, 30 
miles west of Tripoli. The tour, however, 
confirmed that rebels control the cen- 
ter of the city of 200,000 people, with 
tanks and anti-aircraft guns mounted 
on pickup trucks at the ready. 

Hundreds of people chanted “Gad- 
hafi out!” Zawiya, a key city close to 
an oil port and refineries, is the near- 
est population center to Tripoli to fall 
into rebel hands. 

“To us, Gadhafi is the ‘Dracula’ of 
Libya,” said Wael al-Oraibi, an army 
officer in Zawiya who defected. Reb- 
els and defectors largely consolidated 
control of Zawiya on Thursday, after 
an army unit loyal to Gadhafi opened 
fire on a mosque. 

On Zawiya’s outskirts were pro- 
Gadhafi forces, also backed by tanks 
and anti-aircraft guns, and about 20 
miles west, about 3,000 pro-Gadhafi 
demonstrators gathered, chanting in 
support of the Libyan leader. 

Gadhafi loyalists remain in con- 
trol of Tripoli, where most stores were 
closed. One resident said Tripoli’s calm 
may be deceptive. 

“The situation is being construct- 
ed to look natural, but it is not,” said a 
40-year-old Tripoli businessman. “Peo- 
ple are scared, and they are waiting for 
the fall of the regime.” (ap)

Nats’ Hernandez sets 
an example by using 
brains over power 

The Nationals 

Livan Hernandez brings value to 
the Nationals that can’t simply be 
summed up by saying he eats up 
innings, never misses a start and 
fields his position flawlessly. 

The team sees the 36-year-old 
veteran right-hander as the per- 
fect mentor to a clubhouse full of 
young, talented arms. 

“Livan reminds you that the 
position is called pitcher — it’s not 
thrower,” Nationals manager Jim 
Riggleman said. “He gets people out 
by pitching. He’s a great example to 
those other guys of what it takes to 
be successful in terms of fine-tun- 
ing your craft.” 

Earlier this spring, Riggleman 
said he wasn’t going to announce 
Hernandez as the Nationals open- 
ing day starter yet, but in the next 
breath declared the crafty veter- 
an had earned it. Hernandez will 
make his first start of spring train- 
ing Tuesday, when Washington 
hosts the New York Mets. 

Location Is Everything 

Hernandez’s days of throwing 
fastballs that top out in the 90s 
have long passed. He gets hit- 
ters out with his guile and expe- 
rience, and with a two-seam sink- 
ing fastball. 


First baseman Adam LaRo- 
che, who faced Hernandez often 
throughout his career before sign- 
ing with Washington as a free agent 
this offseason, likens him to a for- 
mer Atlanta Braves Cy Young- 
winning left-hander. 

“He reminds me of a 
right-handed Tom Glavine,” 
LaRoche said. “I can 
remember facing Glavine \\ 
and you know you’re not 
getting anything over the 
heart of the plate. When 
you do, it almost surprises 
you because it’s so rare that 
they miss over the middle of 
the plate.” 

Noted Hernandez: “In baseball, 
it’s about real estate. You buy a good 
house in a good location, you’re 
doing good. It’s like that. You put 
the ball in a good location, nobody 
can hit you.” 

Learning His Trade 

Being in a locker room full of young 
pitchers, including Stephen Stras- 
burg and Jordan Zimmermann, 
helps keep the jovial Hernandez 
feeling young. He likes to give 
them advice about their approach 
to certain hitters, even though they 
throw as much as 10 mph faster 
than he does. He also likes to be 
an example of what it takes to sur- 
vive in this game. 

Strasburg, who is rehabbing 
from Tommy John surgery, got a 
chance to watch Hernandez pitch 
last season. The first pick in the 


2009 draft gleaned a 
lot from watching the 
veteran. 

“I’ve learned just to go out 
there and be comfortable,” Stras- 
burg said. “Go out there and pitch 
with what you know you have and, 
really, just give it everything you’ve 
got every single day. Pitch without 
any doubt. 

“A guy like that, to still be pitch- 
ing in this league, it shows that he 
has all the confidence in the world 
in himself — and that’s how every 
pitcher should be.” (ap)

Festivi- 
ties end on March 8 with a $50-per- 
person, three-course dinner featuring 
traditional Brazilian foods such as 
feijaoda and fritters.

Esperanza Spalding 
doesn’t feel pressure 
to save jazz or to hide 
from rabid Bieberfans 

Personalities 

After shocking the universe by win- 
ning a Grammy for best new artist 
two weeks ago — besting the likes 
of Justin Bieber and Drake — Espe- 
ranza Spalding spent a week tour- 
ing Japan. Then she boomeranged 
back to the West Coast to recharge 
alongside family and friends in her 
native Portland, Ore. This week, she 
jets off on a world tour that stops in 
Barcelona, Paris, Cape Town and 
Frederick, Md. (She was booked for 
the March 4 engagement long before 
her name was called on Grammy 
night. The show is sold out.) 

But here’s one place the globe- 
trotting jazz bassist with the chirpy 
singing voice hasn’t been since her 
big Grammy win: on the Internet, 
where overzealous Bieber fans have 
been talking all kinds of digital 
smack. The 26-year-old shrugs it off 
with the kind of Freon cool you can 
feel through the telephone. 

“I’ve heard about it, but I haven’t 
seen any of it, and I don’t want to,” 
she says. “Just to be totally crude, my 
reaction, honestly, is, ‘So, what?”’ 

Spalding has other pressures to 
cheerfully ignore, too, such as becom- 
ing the poster child for 21st-centu- 
ry jazz. She’s the first jazz musician 


to win a Best New Artist Grammy, 
and many in the genre see her upset 
as a huge stamp of validation from 
the greater music industry. 

Spalding says she doesn’t feel 
responsible for carrying any torches, 
though. She feels responsible only for 
her own music. “I want to get bet- 
ter, because it’s fun to be good,” she 
says. “It’s fun to be able to express 
yourself through this medium, but 
the medium demands a lot of time 
and attention. So, that’s where I 
feel the responsibility.” 

After completing her tour 
in April, she’ll spend the hot 
months chipping away at 
“Radio Music Society,” an ambi- 
tious new recording that Spal- 
ding says will aim to capture 
the spontaneity of improvisa- 
tion and frame it in the son- 
ics of contemporary pop. The 
album is being produced by 
Q-Tip from A Tribe Called 
Quest, and Spalding hopes 
it will help bring jazz back 
to the mainstream U.S. 
airwaves. 

“I don’t know if that 
will really happen,” Spald- 
ing says. “But it’s an inspir- 
ing objective.” chris richards

Museums 

In 1876, a Virginia man named Wil- 
liam Massie, eager to spare his fam- 
ily from smallpox, sent to his father 
by mail a tiny, reddish splotch of 
human tissue. It was a smallpox 
scab, for the recipients to rub onto 
an open cut in their skin in an effort 
to inoculate themselves. 

Today, you can view that scab 
in a strangely alluring exhibit at 
the Virginia Historical Society 
in Richmond, Va., titled “Bizarre 
Bits: Oddities From the Collection.” 
There is also a necklace made from 
the hair of James Madison and a 
block of tree fungus carved into an 
adoring portrait of Robert E. Lee 
on his horse, Traveller. 

There’s something about a ran- 
dom collection of stuff that attracts 
attention, even though such ran- 
domness would hardly be a mag- 


net in almost any other area of the 
arts. But museums find themselves 
with storehouses full of things that 
aren’t quite the work of acclaimed 
masters, and hauling odd pieces out 
for a show now and then ends up 


being strikingly illuminating. 

The Virginia Historical Society, 
which has been collecting items since 
1831, owns a surfeit of what it calls 
“peculiar, perplexing or even gro- 
tesque objects” that “provide insight 


into the hopes, fears, assumptions 
and practices of the past.” 

That it does, but that raises a 
question about modern museums: 
Are they still collecting such bits? 
What will be saved from our ever-

more- electronic lives? 

Most likely we will have a more 
complete record of official and legal 
actions than ever before. But will 
they be as revealing as a hand- 
written account of an 1832 trial 
of one Grace Sherwood on charg- 
es of witchcraft? It says the judge 
appointed five women to examine 
Sherwood’s body in full, whereupon 
they found “two things like titts on 
her private parts” that she appar- 
ently used to suckle demons. 

Would today’s curators over- 
come ethical qualms and collect 
items that represent cruelty, igno- 
rance or invasion of privacy? We 
can only hope they will, because 
only then will our descendants be 
able to figure out just who we real- 
ly were, in all our glory and infamy.
